A fellow ham recently asked me if I would check out his completed SMK-1 kit, 
as he had extremely loud sidetone, to see if I could find the trouble and 
correct the problem. 


As I suspected, the receiver was not muting at all. A quick check of the 
voltages on receive and transmit on the Gate of Q-1 (muting transistor) 
showed the appropriate 3.25 +/- Volts DC on receive, but on transmit there 
was a reading of about 4.86 volts instead of the .328 volts DC or so that 
should be there in order to switch Q-1 off and mute the receiver. 


Voltage checks on Q-5 were next. Voltage readings on the Collector were OK 
on receive, but over 4 volts DC on transmit instead of the appropriate 7.5 
Millivolts DC or so. The voltages on the base were the appropriate .2 
millivolts DC or so on receive, but over 5 volts DC on transmit instead of 
the about .736 volts DC that should be there. A quick check at the Positive 
side of C-27 gave the appropriate few millivolts DC on receive, but over 6 
volts DC on transmit instead of the 1.4 volts DC or so that should be there. 


The transmit voltage readings of over 4 volts on the collector of Q-5, over 5 
volts on the base of Q-5 and over 6 volts on the top of C-27 indicated that 
Q-5 was not switching on when the positive base voltage was applied through 
R-21 and D-9 by the keying circuit. Q-5 has to switch on during transmit in 


order to switch Q-1 off and mute the receiver. 


If Q-5 switches on, as it should, the base is effectively near ground 
potential (dropping only the .7 volts or so of the Emitter/Base junction), 
and almost all of the applied switching voltage is dropped by R-21. With Q-5 
not switching on, the voltage observed on the base (5+ volts DC) was the 
result of most of the voltage drop (disregarding the .7 volts dropped by D-9) 
being split between R-21 and R-22. 


Since voltages readings (albeit incorrect on transmit) were obtained on both 
the collector and base of Q-5, this meant that their connections to the 
circuit board pads were good, and left the emitter connection as a suspect. 

A quick application of the voltmeter probe between the emitter of Q-5 and its 
solder pad (providing a connection) immediately corrected the overloud 
sidetone problem. 


Removing the SMK-1's power supply and re-soldering the joint between the 
emitter of Q-5 and its solder pad corrected the problem permanently. 


If you have a similar problem (VERY loud sidetone) with your SMK-1, check to 
see if your receiver is, in fact, muting. Approximate voltage readings for 
the muting circuitry are as follows: 


Q-1 Gate Receive 3.25 Volts DC Transmit .328 Volts DC 
Q-5 Collector Receive 3.18 Volts DC Transmit 7.5 Millivolts DC 
Q-5 Base Receive .2 Millivolts DC Transmit .736 Volts DC 
Q-4 Collector Receive 52.3 Millivolts DC Transmit 8.9 Volts DC 
C-27 Top (+) Receive 78 Millivolts DC Transmit 1.4 Volts DC 


These voltages were taken with a digital voltmeter with an 11 megohm input 
impedance. Your voltages may vary, but significantly different voltage 
readings will help you narrow down your problem.

A little experimentin' goes a 
long way, here. Not everone has an oscilloscope but digital vom's are 
REAL CHEAP, these days. 
First things, first. 


Read the data nameplate (if it has one)... this will contain hints of 
what you can expect of the thang.

Hi Brian & Gangue, 
Nah, do it properly. 


You need about 14 v- 14.5 v max to recharge your battery, so insert a simple 
regulator between the wart and battery. 


Suggest a simple regulator using an LM723 ic. This gives variable volts and 


a current limit. 


Even simpler would be a 78xx type regulator. If using a 7812 you can adjust 
voltage out with a preset pot in the ground lead of the ic. Even better 
would be a 7815 15v out if you can get one. Drop the voltage by using a 
diode in the output to the battery. Should give you around 14v regulated. 
Nice n easy.... 


If you struggle I can fax an article from RadCom Nov 1998 for a LM723 based 
charger circuit. Cannot e mail it.

For those not familiar, this kit first appeared in an 
article in QST, Sep 1992, with a more technical article in a subsequent 
issue of QEX. At the time, this was ground-breaking for amateur radio. The 
single function kit as detailed in the article listed for $90.00 and the 


multifunction version for $125.00. The single function version was almost 
immediately discontinued. The only other similar product at that time was 
the newly announced JPS NIR-10 at close to $500.00! 


I applied the noise mod to my original DSP kit and it worked quite well in 
eliminating the digital "whine" from the audio. This modification and 
several others were presented in an article by Larry East, W1HUE, in the 
July 1994 issue of QRP Quarterly. One of the additional mods included in 
the article was a front-end limiter to help from having to ride the input 
level to the filter. 


If I remember correctly, I downloaded this article from Larry's web site (I 
could be wrong, here), but I seem to no longer have that site address. 
Perhaps Larry will read these posts and clarify a source on the web. 


I own several DSP units, and some current state-of-the-art, but my DSP-1 
with multifunction ROM is still my favorite for general noise reduction.

At the time the accepted practice with 
voice was to sign ‘temporary Ax' where x was your new class. This 

was especially prevalent with the 'tech' upgrade to get 2M voice 

from novice. 


This was back in the days of pretty strict station logging (although 
not near as strict as in the 60's when HAMs had to log EVERY 
emission, even mobile, and were required to have a 'Conelrad' 
receiver present and operating at all times (Remember those 
funny symbols on old AM radios???). I remember being advised 


strictly to give the ‘temporary Ax' ONLY when operating outside of 
my CURRENT ‘in hand' license class. And we had to have the 
upgrade paper ‘in hand' to be able to use it. (Although I have 
NEVER heard of any kind of official hassle over doing it wrong.)

I have been working on the exact thing you are looking for! I recently 
started a new job within walking distance of my home. A 45 minute walk 
each way leads me to thinking about /m operations too! What I have done 
is to wind a continuously loaded dipole on a length of CPVC water pipe. 
I had a piece which was roughly 2.5 meters (8 feet) long and I wound 
some 22 gauge insulated wire on with roughly half cm spacing ( three 
turns per inch), except for a small section in the center where I cut 
the pipe to install a tee. I propped the antenna vertically in my 
livingroom and made a contact into Fla. quite easily, and solid enouh 
for a rag chew with 5 watts on 20m. The antenna was easily matched on 20 
and 30 meters with my home brew balanced wire tuner. Efficiency is 
doubtlessly terrible, but there is little choice in the matter. It does 
work. I am planning to mount the tuner close to the feedpoint and mount 
the antenna off of a small strut so that it stands verticaly about 25 cm 
( a foot) off of my left shoulder with the bottom another foot from the 
ground ( I'm not that tall). R£ exposure shouldn't be a concern at QRP 
levels on HF I think, but I haven't calculated anything. I suspect it 
is much less danger than a cell phone. I was looking at a tactical load 
bearing vest at our local army surplus as a means of supporting the 
antenna. The vest has a lot of big pockets which can carry the rig, 


battery, lunch and rain gear. I have been so busy lately that I haven't 
finished the project yet. Maybe I will now. It would be cool to make a 
morning /w to /w contact on the way to work! I'll try to get a picture 
up on my website soon. Let me know what you end up doing.

(NIST) outside of Boulder, CO, and a smaller one near the 

NASA/JPL Goldstone, CA site. These are really more of a 
"coordination zone" where all applicants to the FCC must also 

be filed with the above agencies for their review. These agencies, 
in turn, have 30 days to inform the FCC whether or not the service 
xcould*x present problems to the radio quiet nature of the area. 
The FCC, in turn, will then coordinate tests to see if the service 
will cause interference or not if deemed neccessary. 


This is a lot of work by all concerned, which is why the FCC is 
not real eager to create any more radio quiet areas!
